SUBJECT: Srudy of CIA Psychological Functions 


1. After discussicms with the two major groups of practicing 
psychologists in the Agency and their respective senior management, 
I am in agreement with yosi that Agency utilization of psychology 
and psychologists should b\ studied. Such a study should address 
the issue of placement of tVe various psychological elements in 
the Agency - whether it is mVre /efficient and effective to have 
separate units in support of Vi/fferent offices or whether it is 
better to have one central sta$f providing the full range of 
psychological services - and Should ensure that maximum individual 
opportunities are being realized. 

2. I would propose fcyr such an effort appropriate repre- 
sentatives from the National Academy of Public Administration, such 
as Richard L . Chapman, assisted by a person like| 

who is a cleared and knowledgeable senior- level 
Agency consultant who understands CIA’s organization, structure, 
and functions. 
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3. I am prepared to have such a study conducted should you 
so direct.
